IN 1725, He publiſhed a New Collection 
of Poetical Miſcellanies, to which he prefixed 
the Lives of Miltiades and Cymon, from 
Cornelius Nepos, (as he had before done that 
of Atticus.) This Second Volume he Dedi- 
cated, likewiſe, to the Duke of Argyll, da- 
ted from Exeter, where he was at that time 
with his Regiment, and from whence he ſent 
me the following Letter concerning the firſt 
Copy of Verſes, in this New Collection, An 
LIBELLUM.

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den Heads, get an Habit of Pofitiveneſs, Nie. 
Wroſeneſs, and Self-ſufficiency. On the other Side, 
| hen We give up all our Time to Company, We 
row, by Degrees, as it were Strangers to our 
en Thoughts ; Change our Opinion as we do 
Sur Acquaintance ; and, Governed leſs by Principle 
han Example, frequently Sacrifice Yircue and 
good Senſe to Complacency and Faſhion. It is ne- 
reſſary now and then to Retire, that we may Re- 
ruit our Minds by Books ; and it is as uſeful 
ometimes to mingle in Soczety, to Exerciſe them 
by Diſcourſe.

Would take Place. I ſhall therefore lay out the 
; reſt of my Thoughts on this Subject with regard 
to Tour particular Circumſtances and Genius, I 

{hill conſider you as 4 young Gentleman, who 
have 
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have no Deſign to devote your ſelf either to 
LETTERS, or BUSINESS, as your Profeſſi- 
on; but who would indulge your Taſte for the 
One by Reading, and improve your Talent for 
the Other by Obſervation ; who would not be 
altogether an idle Dreamer in the Philoſophical, 
nor a reſtleſs Adventurer in the Ambitions World: 
One who, upon the whole, prefer good Senſe to 
Learning, Prudence to Politicks, Azreeableneſi 
to Popularity. This is the Idea I have form'd of 
YOU; and according to This Plan I ſhall Pro- 
poſe the Materials that ſeem to me the moſt Pro- 
per for your Purpole. 


J O begin then with the Firſt Article, That 
of STUDY. The Books I would recom- 
mend to your Peruſal, as moſt ſubſervient to the 
Ends above-mentioned,are of the following Kinds : 
DIVINITY, MORALITYT, NATURAL 
and CIVIL HISTORY, LOGIC, RHE. 
TORIC, POETRY, and the lighter Compo- 
ſitiont of MIT and GALLANTRY. Iſhall 
juſt Touch upon each of Theſe Heads, and, hav- 


ing marked out the Roads through which you 


are to Travel, will leave it to your own Choice, 
where to make your longeſt Stay, and exercilc 
your greateſt Crrio/ity, 
I. DF 
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I. DIVINITY is the Knowledze of thoſe 
Matters which RELIGION makes neceſſary 
for us to Believe and Practiſe. And This cer- 
tainly Deſerves our moſt ferious Attention. It is 

| juſtly thought a Diſgrace, and is always found an 
 Imconvenience to be Ignorant of the LAV S of 
ones COUNTRY. But much more Scanda- 
lous is the Næglect, more Fatal will be the Con- 
ſequences, if we live in Ignorance, or Contempt 
of thoſe of GOD ; and ſuch we ſhould eſteem 
REL 1G1T0N to be. The many Sechs, indeed, 
that have prevailed by Turns, or at the ſame 
Time in different Parts of the World, ſo incon- 
ſiſtent with EACH OTHER, and yet ALI 
aſſerted with equal Confidence and Pretence to 
# Divine AUTHORITY, have inclined 
ſome Men, in all Ages, to look upon RELIGION 
as the Craft of Prieſts, or an Invention of deſign- 
ing Politicians. But THESE UNBELIEVERS have, 
for the moſt Part, been found to be Men of light 
Minds, and profligate Manners. The Vanity of 
the ID Oo L ſhould not make us Renounce the 

DEriTyY. And ſuppoſing even that the Being 

of a PROVIDENCE were a Thing in doubt, 
on whatever fide of the Queſtion the Truth may 
lie, the Importance of it is ſuch, that we ought, 

at leaſt, to allow it @ fuir Enquiry. 
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RELIGION may be divided into Natural 
and Revealed, The Former hath been more 
generally Agreed among Mankind than the Lat- 
ter. But They who have Leiſure and Abilities 
ſhould ſearch into the Principles of Bo H; and 
not owe their Opinions to Chance, or the Faſhion 
of the Place where they Live. There are two 
Treatiſes, one writ by Biſhop V ILXINS, the 
other by Archbiſhop TILLOTSON (which 
{tands at the Peginning of his Works) That may 
ſupply the Want of all others upon the Firſt 


Head. And in Theſe you will find all the Proofs 


the Nature of the Subject can admit, urged with 
ſuch clear and ſolid Reaſoning, as cannot, I 
think, fail to eſtabliſh your Mind without wa- 
vering. As to RevealedR ELIGION (I mean 
the Chriſtian) GROTIUS hath undertaken to 
defend the Truth, and LOCKE the Reaſonable- 
neſs of its Inſtitution and Doctrine. Beſides Theſe, 
you will do well to read DU PIN upon the 
Canon of the SCRIPTURES, and then proceed 
to Examine and Compare the SCRIP TURES 
Themſelves 3 and, where you ſhall be at a loſs 
about the Senſe, conſult the Commentators ; a- 
mong whom POOLE, HAMMOND and 
WHITBY, are reckoned in the firſt Claſs, 

| How- 
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Next, It maketh Virtus the Effect of Wiſdom, 
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However, give not up your Belief implicitly to 
to any of their Interpretations, but follow your 
own Reaſon in the laſt Reſort. From hence 
you may deſcend to take a View of the Con- 
ſtitution of the CHURCH Of ENGLAND 
in its Articles and Catechiſm, Several Learn- 
ed Pens have been employed in giving Ex- 
poſitions of Both; as Biſhop BUR N ETT, Bi- 
ſhop BEVERIDG E, and Archbiſhop WAKE. 
It will not be amiſs likewiſe to Read thoſe Au- 
thors who have diſtinguiſhed themſelves upon the 
Points in Controverſy between the Eftabliſbed 
Church and the Roman Catholicks, or any other 
Diſſenters, Archbiſhop TILLOTSON hath, 
with great Sharpneſs of Wit, and Strength of 
Argument, managed the War againſt the Papiſts ; 
and the Cajes of the LONDON Divines (of 
which Dr. BENNE T hath publiſhed an excel- 
lent Abridgment) are a Magazine where the moſt 
uſeful Weapons may be found that can be em- 
ployed againſt the Nonconformiſts. 


II. MORALITY treats of What is Fic, 


What is Decent, What is Commendable in this 


World, not What is Neceſſary to Salvation in the 


and 
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and Happineſs the Reward of Virtue, The An- 
cient HEKATHE NS, both PoE TS and PAH 1- 
LO SO PHE RS, have left behind them many 
admirable Monuments of their Wit and Learning 
upon This Topick. The Satires and Epiſtles of 
HORACE are an Inſtance of One kind; and 
the Offices of TULLY are eſteemed a Maſterpiece 
in the Other. THEOPHRASTUS, EPICTE- 
TUS, ANTONINUS, and SENECA, are held 
in univerſal Veneration. Theſe have all been 
Naturalized, and taught to ſpeak our L AN- 
GUAGE. After theſe Reverenced Names of 
ANTIQuiITYy, I will take Leave to mention the 
MoDER Ns of our own NATION, who 
have Excelled in this Way, and infinuated their 
Inflrufions in the moſt Familiar and Delightful 
Manner; I mean the Authors of the TATLER, 
SPECTATOR, andGuARDIAN. 


HT. NATURAL HISTORY, is a Subject 
upon which I ſhall chiefly refer you to the Hi- 
ſtory of the Royal Society, compiled by the Fa- 
mous Biſhop SPRAT, where you will meet with 
the beſt Account of the Uſe of Natural and Ex- 
perimental Philoſophy, delivered in a Style that 
is the the moſt perfect Model of Enpliſh Eloquence, 
There are ſeveral other Pieces writ before and 
ſince 
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ſince the Publication of that Work, by Members 


of the ſame Society, which are equally Curious 
and Uſeful. 


IV. CIVIL HISTORY is, of all other Parts 
of Learning, the moſt agreeable Amuſement to 
an idle Man, and the moſt inſtructive Entertain- 
ment to a Man of Buſineſs. Our Curioſity is 
perpetually Awakened by ſomewhat New and 
Diverting , and the Remarkable Examples of 
Perſons, and Events of Things that occur in 
Books of This Nature, Beheld in their true 
Springs of Action, ſuggeſt to us many profitable 
Reflections for our Conduct both in a Publick, 
and a Private Life. It is a common Complaint, 
that our Countrymen have ſucceeded worſe in 
this ſort of Writing than any other. Mr. MIL- 
TON, indeed, and Sir WILLIAM TEMPLE 
have cleared the Way, by their Introductiont, to 
a General Hiſtory f ENGLAND; and we have 
the Accounts of ſome particular Reigns from ve- 
ry good Pens, molt of which are mentioned in 
the Preface to Sir V. TEMPLE's Introduction; 
and the Number of thoſe hath been lately aug- 
mented by the Noble Labours of the Lord Chan- 
cellor CLARENDON. But many Periods of our 
Story remain ſo Diſguiſed, or Mangled in the 

lame 
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lame or fabulous Relations that have been given 
of them, that we are left extremely in the Dark 
about thoſe Times in Matters even of the greateſt 
Concern ; and we want ſome Comprehenfive Ge- 
nius to go through the Whole, and thereby do 
Juſtice to a Nation, that hath not only Always 
made a very conſiderable Figure in the Northern 
Quarter of the World, but hath, by Turns, 
extended its Conqueſt in almoſt all the different 
Parts of it. To make what we have more Ad- 
vantageous to You, I would adviſe you, when 
you read the Lives of any of our KiNGS, to 
read at the ſame time the Laws that were made 
during their Reign ; the Wiſdom and Greatneſs 
of a PRINCE appearing as much by his Inſti- 
tut ions at Home, as by his Exploits Abroad. You 
ought likewiſe to acquaint your ſelf with the Hi- 
ſtory of our Neighbouring Kingdoms and States ; 


| ſuch more eſpecially with whom we have been 


long in Aliance, or Commerce. MEZERAT's 
Hiſtory of France, and MA R IANA's of Spain, 
are reputed the Beſt. The Life of HENRT 
the Fourth of France, writ for the Uſe of LEVIS 
the Fourteenth, by his Preceptor the Archbiſhop 
of Paris, is an incomparable Piece. There are 


ſeveral other Lives, writ by different Authors, 


that may deſerve your Peruſal. If you deſire to 
have 
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have a general View in a ſmall Compaſs, P U F- 
FENDORF will give it you in his Introduction. 
[ pretend to ſay nothing of the Greek and Roman 
Hiſtorians, the Character of thoſe few that are 
extant being commonly known, and the beſt of 
them tranſlated into Engliſh or French. As for 
the Originals, you will not, I believe, find Lei- 
ſure or Inclination to make your ſelf Maſter of 
them, eſpecially the Firſt. The Epitome of the 


* Roman Hiſtory, by Mr. ECHARD, and the 
| Antiquities of Rome by Dr. KENNETT', as 


likewiſe thoſe of Greece, by Biſhop POTTER, 
ought to have a Place in your little Library, and 


E will be of uſe to you in explaining many things 
that you may be at a Loſs, without their Aſſi- 
ſtance, to underſtand in the general Courſe of 


your Reading. 


UNDER this Chapter of HISTORY, tho' 
in an inferior Order, may be ranked MEMmorrs, 


TREATIES of Peace or Alliance, LETTERS, 
and Public Ac 1s of Miniſters of State, of which 
there is greater Plenty in the French Language 
than in any other. Sir V. TEMPLE, and 
the Earl of ARLINGTON's Letters, are of 
this kind in our own, The Obſervations upon 


the Netherlands, publiſh'd by the Firſt of thoſe 
O Great 
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Great Men, diſcover the Author's Penetration 
and Skill in Politicks ;, but the many Changes 
that have ſince happened in that Republick, both 
as to the Form of its Government, and the Extent 
of its Dominions, will oblige you to have Re- 
courle to later Accounts. 


V. LOGICK is the Art of Reaſoning ; and 
I do not know a better Guide to ſet you right in 
That Way than Mr. LOCXE's Efay on Hu- 
mane Underſtanding. But you will do well to 
read the Third Book firſt, That being more fami- 
liar to a young Beginner than the Tuo Former. 


VI RHETORICK is the Art of Speak- 
ing Elegantly. But the beſt Method to attain 
that, is not, I think, to ſtudy Rules; but to 
converſe with the Writings, and be Preſent fre- 
quently at the Diſcourſes of the Greateſt Ma- 
ſters. We want not in our own Nation many 
Noble Orators, who have Triumphed at the Bar, 
in the Senate, and the Pulpit. I need not tell 
you who are looked upon as the Ornaments of 
the Two Firſt. But You having been, perhaps, 
leſs inquiſitive after thoſe who have gained the 
moſt Applauſe in the Laſt, I ſhall give you a 
Liſt of ſome Few (among many more that might

The Height of the Sub- 
je&, the Variety of Learning that is interſperſed 
through the whole Work, the Obſoleteneſs of 
many of his Terms, and the Length of his Periods, 
will foon make him grow Tedious to an Indi- 
ligent Reader; but the longer you Contemplate, 
the more you will Admire his Beauties. Aſter 
you have carefully peruſed Him, and made your 
own Remarks, which always ſet down in Writ- 
ing, though you fling them away afterwards (for 
it will, ſhould it be of no other Advantage, teach 
you to expreſs your Thoughts clearly and perti- 
nently) Read what has been publiſhed by the 
_ Criticks, who have writ either in his Commenda- 
tion, or Cenſure, Thus you will have the Sa- 
tisfaction to find your Fudgment in ſome places 
confirmed, in others informed, and many Hints 
ſtarted that may be of Uſe to you in Reading 
him again. But if you conſult his Cricicks, be- 
fore you have impartially conſidered your Author, 
you will run the Hazard of being Prejudiced ; 
or, however, will not be able to diſtinguiſh your 
own Obſervations from Thoſe of other People. 


SPEN 
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SPENSER and COL Ex are PoETS 
too of the Heroic Order ; an Account of the 
Writings of the Laſt hath been given us with 


his Life, by the Incomparable Biſhop S P RAT. 


THE FRENCH have nothing that ever I heard 
to be worth Reading in this Kind. 


TRAGEDY may juſtly claim the next Ho- 
nour to the Epic ; and the Greateſt Genius we 
have had in this Way was certainly $ F7 4 X E- 
SP E A R. But he is not without His Faults. He 
often quits the Buſtin to trip about in Pantoffles. 
No Man could live in thoſe Days without his 
Quibble. STATESMEN and BiSHoPs 
punnd for Preferment ; while the Roy aL 
EXAMPLE led them into That Emulation - 
It is not therefore ſurprizing that a Stage-Poet 
ſhould fall in with the Humour of the Court. 
It is more to be wondered that he could Reach 
the admired Heights he did, and Where he will 
always reign unrival'd, than that he ſhould, in 
Complaiſance to the vicious Taſte of the Age, 
ſometimes Deſcend below himſelf. In raiſing 
Pity ( one of the great Ends of TRAGEDY) 
OTW AT has ſhewn more Skill than any of his 

| | Con- 
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Contemporaries. There is ſomewhat inexpreſ- 
fibly moving in the Suffering Parts of his Or- 


pban, and his VENICE Preſerved, And he 


hath that Characteriſtick, that TO RACE 
thinks ſo neceſſary to a Tragic Poet who would 
ſucceed, that is, to ſeem fincerely affected by 
tboſe Paſſions which he intended to excite. in his 


AUDIENCE. There are ſome other late Au- 


thors, who are in every one's Hands, that enjoy 
a very juſt Reputation for this kind of Writing. 


Among the FRENCH, CORNEILLE and 
RACINE have excelled. 


For COMEDY, BEN. FO HNSON, 
BEAUMONT and FLETCHER, are 
celebrated Names. But to confeſs the Truth to 
you, I have never read any of them fince I was 
able to judge of their Characters; fo have only 
mentioned them in Paſſing. 


CONGREVE of all the Moderns, ſeems 
to me to have the righteſt Turn for COME Dv. 
In all his Plays there is a great deal of Lively 
and Uncommon Humour, and ſuch as yet, for the 
moſt part, is a Picture of true Life, Beſides, he 
hath raiſed the Vein of Ridicule, and made the 


STAGE, which had been too much proſtituted 


to 
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to the Mob, edifying to Perſons of the firſt Con- 
dition. And as his Fable is Diverting, ſo is it 
wrought according to the ſtricteſt Rules, V T- 
CHERLYT abounds in Wit and Satire. E- 
THEREGE is Polite. SOUTHERN 
is remarkable for the Purity of his Diction, and 


ANB RU GH 's Dialogue is extremely Eaſy, 
and well-turn'd. 


MOLIERE is acknowledged the greateſt 


Genius the FRENCH have ever had for C o- 
ME DV. 


FOR SATIRE, DRT DEN, RO- 
CHESTER, and BOI LE AU, have ex- 
celled all the Moderns. The Firſt of which 
Great Men diſtinguiſhed himſelf in almoſt 
every Kind of PoE s v, and, at the ſame 
Time, deſerves no leſs to be admired for the 
Correftneſs, and Harmony of his PR OS E. But 
in his PoE TIC AL Works, as his Beauties are al- 
lowed by all to be very Great, fo his Faults are 


confeſſed by the moſt Partial to his Fame to be 
very Numerous. 


Crom the Subjects of LOVE and PA- 


 NEGYRICK, Mr. AL LER hath writ 


better 
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better than any Man. He hath at once a Fancy 
the moſt elevated, Sentiments the moſt delicate, 
and a 7udgmeut the moſt correct of all our Poets.

in LOV E and in WAR, I mean BVS SI RA. 
BUTIN, Author of Les Amours de Gaule; 
which Book, though it is writ pretty much in 


the Spirit of Lewaneſs, hath a Thouſand irre- 


ſiſtible Graces that are Chafle, and Unſullied. 


The CRARACTERS are Fine and Maſterly, the 


| RAILLERY pleaſantly ſevere, the RELATIONS

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full of entertaining Variety, and the LANGUAGE 
hath the utmoſt Purity. But it is rare to meet 
with a correct Copy. 


THERE is no Sort of WRITING in which a 
Man hath a freer Scope to ſhew his WIr, his 
HumMouR, or his GALLAN TRY, than in his 
LETTERS: And of theſe the French have 
publiſhed the largeſt Collections. The AUTHOR 
I laſt mentioned, hath left behind him no lets 
than Seven Volumes, of which the Firſt Four, 
particularly thoſe addreſſed to Madam S EV I'G- 


| NT (whoſe ANsWERS too have an equal Me- 
rit) are writ in the moſt natural, eaſy, and un- 
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affected Manner, and may ſerve for a Pattern of 


juſt Writing to all who would ſucceed in the Fa- 
miliar Way, Nor muſt 1 paſs by, on this Occa- 
fion, my old Favourite VO ITU RE, whoſe 
Manner, though it be very different from That 
of the Gentleman before-mentioned, is no leſs 


Gallant, He is, I own, the AUTHOR in the 
World, who can always put me into good Hu- 


mour. The inimitable Turns of his Wit, even 


upon the moſt barren Subjects; his Droll- Mirth, Þ 


his Quotations ſu happily applied, free from any 


of that Pedantry ſo offenſive in moſt others who 


mingle the learned LANGUAGES with their 
own ; his Skill in that hardeſt Part of Go op 
BREEDING, Complimenting the LADIES 
(where he never runs into common Place ) and 
Flattering the G xt 47 (where he never deſcends 
to Servility or Meanneſs ;) in ſhort, the Gene- 


roſity, as well as Gaiety of his Sour, runs 
through all he writes, and makes one not only 
read him with Admiration, but Affection. I doubt | 
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not but the Laff, and this Preſent Age, hath } 


produced many Perſons among our ſelves, whoſe 


Entertainments in this Kind, had they been made 
Publick, might have vied with the Beſt of thoſe Þ 


of our Neighbour Nations. But whether it be from 
the Modeſty of the AUTHORS, who were con- 


tent 
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tent with pleaſing their Friends and Miftreſſes, 


without the Vanity of letting the World into the 
Secret of their Familiarities, or Intrigues ;, or 
from the Genius of our PEOPLE, who are gene- 
rally Grave, and leſs Inquifitive after Pieces of 
Wir, than the more uſeful Works of REASON; 
or from whatever other Cauſæ it may proceed, 
ſo it is, that the ENGLI1S H have not many Col- 
lefions of FAMILIAR LETTERS that 
are of any Value. We have indeed ſome Fen- 
of the Witty Lord ROCHESTER, but 
Thoſe very imperfe&, and mangled. ] have ſeen 
ſome Others in the MISCELLANEAAULICA 
that have a right Turn; among which there are 
Five or Six writ by King CHARLES the Se- 
cond, during bis Exile, to Mr. BENNETT, 
afterwards Earl of AR LINGTON, That give 


a TRUE IMAGE of the careleſs and diſen- 
gaged Temper of That happy-bumoured Mo- 


NARCH. I will add to Theſe a ſmall Volume 
of Letters, writ by the late ingenious Mr, 


WALSH, (whoſe DEFENSEtooof the FEMALE 


SE x added very much to the Reputation of his 
WI r, though not much, believe, to his Congueſts 


among the LADIES.) But the Beſt Letters [ 
have met with in our Tongue are thoſe of the cele- 


brated Mrs. PHILIPS : They are Addreſſed to 
| Sir 
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Sir CHARLES COTTEREL, Grandfather, 1 
ſuppoſe, to the Gentleman who bears that Title 
at preſent, As they are directed all to the 
ſame Perſon, fo they run AZ in the ſame 
Strain, and ſeem to have been employed in the 
Service of a refined and generous FRIENDSHIP. 
In a word, they are ſuch as a WOMAN of Spi- 
rit and Virtue would write to a COURTIER 
of Honour, and true Gallantry. I don't know 
whether I have Many of my Opinion, but I muſt 
declare they pleaſe my Taſte extremely. But if 
you would be entertained with ſome that are 


more Lnſcious, let me recommend to you the 
STLVIA and PHILANDER of Mrs. BEHN. 


I am unwilling to Dwell longer on This Sub- 
ject, leſt at a Time, when I have been critici- 
fing upon other People's LETTERS, I ſhould 
grow Tedious, and want an Excuſe for my Own,

WM unforeſcen Accident occaſion- 
wp cd this long Interval between 
my Former and This Letter, in 
which I had promiſed to give 
you my Thoughts upon the o- 
ther General Head, under which 
I had ranged the few Rules of Advice I propoſed 
for your Obſervation, namely, CONV ER- 
SATION. And here I ſhall only fling toge- 
ther 2 few occaſional Reflections, without pre- 
tending to treat a Subjef in Form, I HaT demands 
a long Practice of the World, and the fineſt Dit- 


cexnment 
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cernment for the juſt Management of it. Some- 
times it hath happened, that a boſe Hint from 1 
FRIEND hath had a quicker Effect upon the 
Mind, than the formal Precepts of more finiſhed 
Diſcourſes, which are often compoſed in Oftent a- 
tion rather of the WRITER's Vit, than for the 
Benefit of the READER. But to proceed: 


THERE 1s certainly nothing that hangs ſo 
firong a Biaſs upon our Inclinations, or Under- 
ſtandings, as CONVERSATION. The Thoughts 
of an AUTHOR many Times eſcape us in a 
tranſient Reading; and when we allow them a 
cloſer Attention, the Impreſſiuns they make are 
Faint, in Compariſon of Thoſe that are accompa- 
nied with Action. The very Humours and Paj- 
frons of the Perſons with whom we conſtantly 
aſſociate, mingle, as it were, with our Souls ; 
and we ſlide inſen/ibly into their Principles and 


Prattices. 


Ir hath been obſerved of ATTICUS, CE 
CERO, and HORTENSIUS, the Three 
Wiſeſt Men in their Time among the R OMANS, 
that the ſame Perſons, who were their Friends 
in their old Age, had been their Familiars in 
their Touth, The Habitudes we make at aur 


firſt 
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firſt ſetting out, have, doubtleſs, a very great In- 
fluence on our future Journey. But how difficult 
is the Choice? How eaſy the Miſtake? While 
PLEASURE, PREJUDICE, and FLATTERy | 
all conſpire to Blind us. | 


I. Tu E Purſuit of PLEASURE, during au- 
Touth, doth very much pervert us in the Choice 
of our CoM FANIONS. Our Deſires are then 
the Strongeſt and moſt Violent; and we oppoſe, 
or run counter to every Thing that ſeems to 
Baulk them. We wantonly refuſe as Flat and 


# Taſteleſs, tho* never ſo Sound and Nouriſbing 
whatever doth not cickle our capricious Appetitet. 
Thus the Ma x of Bus iN Ess ſhall paſs for a 
* DuLL PLoppincG FELLow, the Scho- 
IAA for a PE DANT, and WHATEveE K carries 
a Face of Gravity or Sober Manners, become 

the Subject of our Scorn or Raillery. 


Il. PREJUDICE is very apt to infe& the 


| Judgments they form of Others. The Warmth 
of their ConsTITuUTION s makes them Zager, 


and Want of EXPERIENCE makes them liable 
to Miſtakes; while, having met with few Miſ- 
fortunes to mortify the Pride of Heart that 1s 

A natural 
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natural to Tuut h, their Inclinations or Averſions, 
though never ſo 1 founded, are not eaſily Re- 


moved. 


Bur, Thirdly, What blinds young People the 
molt is FLATTE& y. Beſides the Vanity that is 
common to all Men, and lays open even the mo! 
Diſcerning to Attempts of this Kind, the Frank- 
neſs and Good Nature, which are * among 
the younger Sort, render them leſs Siaſpicious, 
and conſequently more Unguarded, than Thoſe 
who have lived longer in the World, and known 
more of the Arta of it. They therefore receive 
the Commendations of the Unskilful, and the Ca- 
reſſes of the Self-intereſted, without calling in 
Queſtion the Jude ment of the ON E, or the 
Sincerity of the OTHE R. 


Tu E Firſt Thing then I would recommend to 
You, is, always to carry this Reflection in your 
Mind, That THERE IS EVER SOMEWHAT 
LIKE PRIDE THAT ACCOMPANIES REAL 
MERIT Men of That Charafer make but 
very ſiow Advances, and never purſue Strangers 
with Offers of Intimacy. When therefore you 
meet with any One, who opens his Cabinet to 
you ar once, You may almoſt venture to con- 

clude, 


e 
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clude, it contains nothing but Trifles. This is 


not, however, ſo eſtabliſhed a Maxim, but that 


we ſee ſometimes, tho? very rarely, in Exception 
to it, Two Perſons of good Underſtanding 
STRIKE OUT AFRIENDSHIP, as it were, 
at a Heat - Let then this happens from ſome 
lucky Agreement of their Sentiments and Studies, 
or from ſome generous Overture of real Service, 
That ſufficiently diſtinguiſh it from the Ls r 
or FANCY, or the ARTIFICE OF FALSx 
© PROFESSORS. 


ANOTHER Conſideration that ought to be 
of Weight with you, to direct you not only in 
the Choice of your COMPANIONS, but to 
= qualify your ſelf for Company, is This, 
Z THAT NO CONVERSATION CAN LONG BE 
EZ PLEASING, THAT IS NOT, IN SOME De- 
REE, PROFITABLE. We may be Fond 


© for a while of the Gay, the Giddy, and the Fo- 


ketſome; but we ſhall find, in Time, that there 
muſt be a Sound Head, as well as a Chearfu} 


Heart, to make the Entertainment lafting. It is 


not a Man's Perſon, or Fortune, or ſome faſbion- 
able Impertinence in his Talk, (which with the 
unthinking paſſes for Wit) that will protect him 

1 from 
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from the Contempt that never fails to fall on Cox- 
combs in the End. 


Le T Party in RELIGION never enter into 
your Choice ofa COMPANION. The Marks 
of Right and Wrong in Matters of Opinion are 
very uncertain, and can never be ſettled by Men 
equally Fallible. I would therefore always pre. 
fer the Converſation of a HERETICK of good 
Senſe, to That of the moſt ORTHODOx 
Blockhead in CHRISTENDOM. 


TRUTH is the Firft Quality to be regarded in 
a Perſon with whom one Converſeth, Without 
That, WI r is often Pernicious, and PLAL 
SANTRY is always Forced and Unnatural. 


CONVERSATION is no doubt the beſt Re- 
former of Manners. But in order to make it be 
ſerviceable to That End, we ſhould ſtudy the 
peculiar Vices and Infirmties of our own Natures. 
It is not enough we CONVERSE with only 
ſuch who are of a Yaluable, the Skill lies in 
chuſing ſuch as are of a Proper Character. If the 
Complexion. of our TEMPER be Splenetick or 
Melancholy, we ſhould enliven it with the Mirth- 
ful and the Sprightly, If we are Apt to run in- 

| to 
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to indecent Levicies, we ſhould correct That Ir- 
regularity by affociating with the Grave, If 
we have a rougher Caſt of Mind, or are conſci- 
ous of any Thing ſhocking in our Humour or 
Addreſs, we ſhould wear off that Ruf?, and en- 
deavour to poliſb our ſelves, by frequenting the 
Company of ſuch, who are diſtinguiſhed for their 
Complaiſance and Good- Breeding. 


THAT Thing called Good-Breeding, is too 
much neglected among the Engliſh. Our Cou N- 
TRYMEN think it ſufficient if they are poſ- 
ſeſſed of the more ſolid Virtues, without the Or- 
naments of Life. But this is certainly a Mz- 
ſtake. Many an Affair has miſcarried by the 
neglect only of ſome ſmall Circumſtance or Ce- 
remony. In ſhort, the Wo K L p is like other 
Miſtreſſes, and we muſt Dreſs at Her, if we ex- 
pect to Gain Her. 


THERE is a bewitching Softneſs in ſome 
Men's Civilicy, that is ſtrangely Reconciling. It 
diſarms one's Caution at the firſt Encounter. And 
they may be ſaid to Look, rather than to Reaſon 
3 Man into their Opinion. 


Forward neſs 
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Forwardneſs in CONVERSATION, doth al- 
ways Diſouſt, but Aſſurance is Neceſſary : For 
Want of This it hath often been obſerved, that 
Four or Five Engliſhmen have met together, 
and not one of them hath dared to break the Ice 
in half an Hour. Beſides, the Sinews of REA- 
SON ſhrink, and Goo D-SENSE looks out of 


Countenance, when delivered from the Mouth of 
a Baſhbfil Man. 3 


A Numerous Acquaintance is inconvenient; be- 
cauſe by that Means you may be drawn into En- 
gagements which you ſhall afterwards Repent, 
though not eaſily get clear of; (for nothing is fo 
difficult, as to ſhake of a Fool, or a Knave, who 
hath once crept into ones Familiarity ; ) nothing 
but downright declaring War, and that is not al- 
ways Expedient, can free you from the Incum- 
brance of ſuch 1ſzleſs or deſigning Allies ) and as 
a numerous Acquaintance is inconventent, a nu- 
merous Company is Unedifying. It is a Kind of 
Chaos, and nothing Beautiful can ariſe from ſuch 
Jarring Elements. But a General Acquaintance 
is always wmproveng, and a General Converſation 
diverting : For there we enjoy Variety without 
Hazard, or Confuſton., To be linked in the 
So- 


— 
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Society of one particular Order of Men, muſt nar- 
row our VIEwS, and warp the UNDERSTAND- 
ING. This is very remarkable among the Stu- 
dents of our UNIVERSITIES, and INNS OF COURT. 

THE ONE imagine REASON to have no Aut ho- 
rity, but in the Chair of ARISTOTLE, while 
the others think SHE is never fo well employed, 
as when ſhe 1s Putting of Caſes. In like man- 
ner, to be perpetually inſiſting upon the ſame 
Topic of Diſcourſe is tireſome to à liberal Mind, 
that is ſtill impatient after new Diſcoveries, We 
ſhould, in this, imitate the Prudence of thoſe 
Merchants, who having but a ſma#i Stock of their 
own to ſet out with, make a Trading Voyage from

Whatever is very ſolemn, carrieth with it, |] 
don't know how, ſomewhat of Conſtraint : And 
it frequently happens by an unlucky Diſpoſition 
either in the Pupil, or the Preacher, that Thoſe 
ſeverer Kinds of Diſcipline (I ſpeak not This with 
the leaſt Irreverence) ſerve rather to Prniſb, than 
Reform Us. It is perhaps no Difficult Matter to 
Convince One of the Reajonableneſs of This or 
That Action, but the Secret lies in Engaging 
One in the Practice.

THERE is a Charm in VERSE that never fails 
agreeably to Affect a Heart that is rightly placed - 
and there is, in my Opinion, ſomething peculi- 
arly moving in the VERSES of That Good. natured 
Claſs of PoETS CATUL LUS, TIBULLUS, 
PROPERTIUS, and OY ID. There are but 
Few Pieces of CATULLUS, it is true, that can 
ſtrictly be ranked among Thoſeof the E LEGIAC 
ORDER: But whenever HE doth Touch upon 
the ſofter Subjects of HUMANITY, his Sentiment 
have the utmoſt Prepriety and Delicacy ; and 
therefore I could not but mention Him among 
His Companions. They were, 4% Four, Men of 
Family and Condition in their Country. Their 
Inclinations led Them naturally to PLEASURF, 

and 
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and Their Good Senſe to a Diſcovery of the Xna- 
very of BUSINESS, and the Vanity of AMBITION. 
The Three Former may be faid to have Been as 
extraordinary a TRIUMVIRATE, as, per- 
haps, any Age hath Produced, I mean in an Lale 
Way of Life : Polite in their MANNERS ; Eaſie 
in Their FORTUNES , Swcceſsful in Their A- 
MOURS ; Happy in each Other's ACQUAINTANCE ; 
Beloved, in general, while They L1vep ; and 
univerſally Lamented, when They Diep. As 
for OV ID, He was certainly Maſter of all the 
fine Qualities and Accompliſhments that could be 
defired in a GENTLEMAN, Burt having Offended 
AUGUSTUS, either by Happening to be an Un- 
expected Witneſs of that EMpERoR's Love-In- 
trigues, or elſe by too laſciviouſly Deſcribing His 
Own (which was the Crime Pretended) He was 
Baniſhed from ITALY in his Fiſtieth Lear; and 
Languiſhed out the Remainder of His Days at 7 4- 
Mos (the Modern TEMESH AER as ſome think) 
There are believe but two Inſtances in Story of 
a Puniſbment like This for What, at the worſt, 
could be called only an Indiſcretion : One in the 
Perſon of OV ID, The Other in That of R A- 
BUTIN. Their Maſters were equally Abſo- 


late, equally Wiſe, and equally Fealows. 


FROM 
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FROM this Little Draught of Their Chara- 
dert, One may judge how Edifying any of Their 
Compoſitions muſt needs be to an Elegant Under- 
ſtanding. And, indeed, What — in 
FRIENDSHIP, What Fondneſ in Love, What 
Kindneſs to RELATIONS, What Inflances of Al 
be Social VIRTUES do We not meet with in 
Their Writings? Not to mention a thouſand 
Ornaments of Wit, a wonderful Sweetneſs, and 
eaſy Cadence in their Numbers, and fo True a 
Picture of Life, that one can ſcarce Fancy the 
Scene to lye at the Di/tance it is placed. 


THERE is One Objedtion, which I muſt not 
paſs over, and that 1s generally charged upon 
Theſe PoE TS: I mean, Their too great Li- 

cence, and Obſcenityin Their Ideas and Language. 


To This I would Reply, That if upon ſome 
Occaſions, They ſeem not to have been very 
Scrupulous about the Terms They made uſe 
of in Communicating their Amorous Adven- 
tures, it ought not to be imputed to a Scan- 
dalars Singularity in TH E M, but to the Com- 
mon Indulgence of the AGE in which They 
Flouriſhed. HORACE muſt Plead Guilty to the

Nay, Y IRGTL Himſelf, as 
Applauded as HE is for His Modeſty, hath left 
many Expreſſions in His ECLOGUES that might 
be Argued of Wantonneſs. After All, the whole 
Matter will turn upon this Single Point. A 
Perſon whoſe Principles are Uncorrupted may 
freely Converſe with Theſe AUTHORS with- 
out Danger of Infection And for Such who 
have more IWWickedneſs than Vit (the Greateſt 
Curſe that can befal a FooL ) their ſenſleſs 
Vice will tempt Them to Pervert even the moſt 
Sacred Things to the vileſt Purpoſes. However, 
though AZ their POEMS may be Read in the 
Originals with Safety, I do not pretend to fay 
They can A# be Tranſlated with Decency. But 
ſince Many of Them may, it is Pity, I think, 
We havenot More of Them in ENGLISH, to En- 
rich our Language with a Variety of Pleaſing 
Images, that are as Innocent, as they are De-

different Intereſts divided the Common. 
wealth, He muſt unavoidably Offend 
cither the One Party or the Other ; He 
judged it to be a Fit Scaſon for Him to 
Prolecute His Former Studies, and to that 
end removed Himſelf to ATH FEN 
Not that in thoſe Doubtful Times He de- 
nied His Help to any of His Friends Who 
were under the Diſpleaſure of the Go- 
vernment ; of Which MARIUS was 
an Inſtance : Whom He Supported with 
Money in his Flight, after He had been 
Declared an Enemy to His Country by 
Thoſe in Power. However, that His 
own Domeſtick Conterns might receive no 
Detriment by His Reſidence Abroad, He 
Tranſported the Greateſt Part of His Ef- 
fefts with Him. Here His Generous Way 
of Living deſervedly gained Him an Uni- 
verlal Eſteem among the ATHENIANS: 
For, not to mention the Service His Fer- 

ſonal

ſonal Credit, which was already grown 
very Conſiderable in the World, might 
do Them, He more immediately Obliged 
Them by frequently Relieving the Po- 
verty of their Publick Stock out of His 
\Wealthier Private One, Thus whenever 
any Sudden Demand was made upon 
Them for Money they Owed, and They 
could not raiſe the Sum but upon unequal 
Conditions, He never failed to interpoſe 
lis Aſſiſtance : However, it was upon 
theſe Expreſs terms; that as He would 
Require no Intereſt for What He Lent 
Them, ſo They ſhould Oblige Them- 
[elves to be Punctual in the Payment. In 
Both Which He really Conſulted Their 
Advantage : As He neither Enconraged 
Them in a Negligence of Their Affairs by 
ſuffering Them to run in Arrear; nor 
Plunged Them ſtill deeper in Debt by 
loading Them with Vſury. To theſe kind 
Offices He added another piece of Libe-

rality by giving to Each Citizen a Bounty 1] 
of Wheat of Six Buſhels, which Meaſure Nef

His Deportment in This Place was 
with That eaſie Grandeur, that He ſeem- 
ed at once upon a level with the Lomeſt, Ml B. 
and yet an Equal with the Higheſt. In 
return, They ſtudied every Way to dd 
Him all imaginable Public Hononrs ; and, 
among other marks of their Reſpect, Ad- 
dreſſed Him to Accept of his FREEDOM. 
But He Declined That Favour, becauſe 
He knew it was the Opinion of Some 
People, that a ROMAN Citizen for- 
teited the Privileges of That Title, up- 
on his being Admitted a Denizen in any 
FOREIGN Town. He perpetually 
Oppoſed, ſo long as He Continued Here, 
the Setting up His Statue; but could not . 
Prevent it, after His Departure : And 
there were ſome Exected in Memory of

For 
They had in a manner Revered Him as 
Their Oracle; had Conlulted his Advice, 
and Relied chiefly upon his Management 
in the Adminiſtration of all Their Publick 
Buſineſs, It may certainly be reckoned 
among the Principal Bleſſings of F Oo R- 
TUNE to Him, that he was Born in 
Tar CITY Which was The 
MISTRESS of the World; that 
The SE A T of Univerſal Empire was 
Hs MOTHER EARTH: And it 
is as Great a Mark of His PRUDENCE 
that When He Became an Inhbabitant in

WHEN SYLLA Arrived here, in 
His Return from ASIA, He conſtant. 
ly during His Stay made the Young 
PoMPONIUS His Gueſt, Charnicd 
with the Sweetneſs of his Temper, and 
us Accompliſhments in Learning. For He 
had the GREEK Langnage lo Familiar 
to Him, that One would have almoſt 
Thonght ATHENS to have been the 
Place of his Birth: But yet when he 
Spoke the RO M AN, there was a Propri- 
ety and Beauty in his Expreſſion that was 
not to be Acquired, and plainly Diſcove- 
red it ſelf to be Natural. His Rehearſals 
too in Foetry either LATIN or GREEK 
were with a juſtneſs of Cadence, and an 
Elegance of Pronunciation That Nothing 
could Exceed. Upon theſe Accounts 
His Perſon grew ſo Admired, and His

H E had an Uncle, one QUINTUS 
CEzCILIUS, aROM A N Knight, a 
mighty Friend of Lucius Lucullus, 
Rich, but of a Nature the hardeſt in the 
World to be Pleaſed. The Moroſeneſs of 
This Old Man, which ſcarce any one elſe 
could Bear, He ſubmitted to with That 
Deference and Obſervance, as to keep 
himſelf in his good Graces, 
having once Diſobliged him, to the Laſt: 
And accordingly He reaped the Fruit of 
his Piety. For CACILIUS on his Death- 


bed appointed him by his Will, Heir to 


Three Fourth of his Eſtate, by which

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Succeſſion he Gained ten Millions of 
Seſterces. 


TA E Siſter of ATTICUS was 
Married to QUINTUS TULL1us 
CICERO. This Match had been brought 
about by Marcus CICERO, with 
Whom ATTICUS had lived, from the 
time of their being Schoolfellows, in the 
ſtricteſt Dnion, and with much more Fa- 
miliarit) than with Q. u INT Aus: By 
which it may appear, that Similitude of 
Manners is of Greater Force, than Afint- 
ty, in FRIENDSHIP. There was like- 
wiſe That Intimacy between Him and 
HoRTENSIUS, the moſt Celebrated 
Orator of That Age, that it was Doubt- 
ful Which of the Two, CIcERO of 
HORTENSIUuS, loved Him beſt : And, 
W hat was very Extraordinary, He by 
His Good Offices effected that in Them, 


between Whom there was ſo Great an 
Emula- 
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Eumlation of PRAISE, there was not 
the leaſt Envy of SUCCESS, but a 
perfect Agreement between the I//uſtrious 
Rivals. 


W 1 T H Regard to the COMMON- 
WEALTH his Conduct was ſuch, as Gave 
Him the Reputation of Adhering, as He 
really did, always to the Right Side: 
Not that He would ever Embark in any 
Firty-Adwentures Whatſoever ; Declaring, 
that he Thought a Man to be as little 
His own Maſter, Who had once Launch- 
ed out on the Waves of AMBITION, 
1s He was, Who lay Beating on Thoſe at 
SE A. And for This Reaſon he never 
ſtood Candidate for any Publick POST 


or EMPLOYMENT, though He might 


very well have Pretended to Them upon 
account Both of His Intereſt, and of His 
Virth, But the CONSTITUTION had 
been Broken, and BRIBERY was grown 
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1˙ 1 
fo Barefaced, that Thoſe Offices could not 
be Obtained without Violation of the 
L a W S, nor Exerciſed with Integrity (ſo 
depraved were the Morals of the People) 
without Danger to the PERSON. To 
the Publick Sales He came not. The 
Publick Revenues He neither Farmed him- 
felt ; nor wonld He be Bound for Any 
Who did. He never Openly or Private- 
ty Accuſed Any Man. Contention was 
What He Hated; and He was never 
Known either to be Plaintiff ina Cauſe of 
his Own, or Defendant at the Suit ot 
Another. Though He Accepted the 
Lieutenancies That had been Offered Him 
by ſeveral CONSULS, and PRETOKS, 
He would Follow None of Them into 
Their PROVINCES: Content with the 
Honour of the Commiſſion, He Deſpiſed 
the Frofit o it: Nor would He even 
Accompany His Relation Q. u INT US 


CICERO, when he went PRT TOR 
into 


a MF. BY” 3s 
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into As I A, though He might have 
Obtained the Rank of a LEGATE or 
GENERAL OFFICER There; Think- 
ing it Below Him, Who could not be 
Tempted with the Vanity of Command- 
ing in CHIEF, to ACT under the Di- 
rec ion of ANOTHER. And in This 
He not only Conſulted His Dignity, but 
His Quiet; Avoiding thereby all Suſpi- 
cions of Guilt, or Corruption While, at 
the fame Time, The Court he made to Any 
One was the better Received, ſince it was 
Known, His Profeſſzons of ſervice were 
Fucere, and not owing either to His 
Hopes, or to His Fears. 


HE was about Sixty, when C&SAR'$ 
Civil War firſt broke out. He had there- 
tore the Exemption of Old Age to Plead, 
and did not Stir at all from the City. Such 
however, of His Friends who left the 


Town to Follow PO MPE 's Fortune,

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He furniſhed with Whatever they Wan- 
ted at his own Expence; and THAT 
GENERAL was not in the leaſt Offend- 
ed that He did not Perſonally Attend Him, 
For he had laid no Obligations upon 
ATTICUS, as He had on many O- 
thers, whom He Advanced to Riches and 
Honours in the COMMONWEALTH, 
ſome of Whom Followed Him into the 
Field very unwillingly, while the Reſt 
incurred his Diſpleaſure by remaining 
Neuters at home.

H E had al- 
ways lived in the moſt intimate Familiari- 
ty with CICERO, and had the bigbeſt 
Eſteem, and Kindneſs for BRUTUS;

Revenge againſt ANTHONY, that, on 
the contrary, He concealed many of His 
Partiſans, till They could make Their 
Eſcape; and Aſſiſted Them in all Their 
Neceſſities: In particular, PUBLIUS 
VOLUMNIUS met with ſuch Uſage at 
his hands, that He could not have Ex- 
pected, or Defired more from a Father. 
And for FULVIA, the Wife of AN- 
THONY, Who was Detained in Town 
by ſome Law-Buſineſs She had Depend- 
ing, the Doubtful Iſſue of which made 
Her extremely Anxious, He was very 
Active on her Behalf, and performed many 
Signal Services to Her. He appeared for 
Her frequently at the Courts of Judica- 
ture, and was Her Bail in every Action 
that was Commenced againſt Her.

had Wronged Him, Stadied rather to For- 
get than Revenge it. The Beauty of His 
Character will appear the fame, if We 
| Behold it in an Oppoſite Light: Where 
We ſhall find, that the Civilities, or Fa- 
gur He at any time met with were laid 
up in Everlaſting Remembrance; while 
Thoſe he had Beſtomed were uo longer 
Thought on by Him, than the Gratitude of 
the Receiver put Him in Mind of His Be- 
nefact ions. It is an Old and a True Saying, 
that OUR MANNERS MAKE OUR 
FORTUNE. And indeed HE muſt have 
taken much more Pains about HIMSELF 
than His FORUTNE, who was ſo Fir- 
ed and to Faultleſs in all Reſpects. 

| IT 
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IT was in Conſideration of theſe No-— 
ble Qualities that MARC us VIPSANI- 
us AGRIPPA, the Favourite of Young 
CESAR, Who by His Own Freten ont, 
as well as the Powerful Recommendation 
of OCTAVIUS, might have Matched 
Himſelf into any the Richeſt, or the 
Greateſt Family in ROME, preferred the 
Alliance of ATTICUS to Them All, and 
Choſe a Private Gentlewoman, the Daugh- 
ter of a ROMAN Knight to make His 
Hife. The Perſon who Concerted This 
Marriage (for I think That ought by no 
means to be paſted over in Silence) was

This was very Notorious in That PRO- 
SCRIPTION. The TRIUMVIRATE had 
Confiſcated, and Condemned toSale, afterthe 
uſual Way Things were Then Managed, 
the Eftate of Lucius SAUFEIUS an 
old ROMAN Knight, Who was Poſſeſſed 
of Lands of Great Value in IT AL V, but, 

led by the Study of Philoſophy, had foi 
many Years lived at ATHENS. ATTI- 
cus by His Diligence and Addrefs Sol- 
licited That Affair ſo happily, that The 
Same Meſſenger, Who was ſent to In- 
form SAUFEIUS with the Loſs, Carried 
Him the News of the Recovery of His Fa- 
trimony. It was alike Owing to His Ot- 
ficious Induſtry that Lucius Jurius 
CALIDIUS, (Who, I may ſay without 
Flattery, was the Beſt Poet our Age could

ind CATULLUS, and no leſs deſerved- 
ly Eſteemed for His Integrity, and every 
other valuable Quality) was Reſtored to 
the Enjoyment of a Large Eſtate in AFR1- 
CA that had been Taken from Him in 
His Abſence, When, after the PRO- 
SCRIPTION had run through the Equeſ- 
trian Order, His Name too was Carried 
in by PUBLIUS VOLUMNLUS General 
of the Engineers to ANTHONY. Whe- 
ther This Attempt was more Difficult, or 
more Glorious m ATTICUS is Hard to 
Determine : But This is Certain, He was 
The SAME in all Places; and ABSENT, 
or PRESENT His Friends might ſecurely 


rely upon His Care whenever They ſtood 
in need of it. 


No R was His PRUDENCE leſs Wor- 
thy to be Imitated in His DOMESTICK, 
than His VIRTUES to be Admired in His 
_ CiviIL 
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CIVILLiſe. Though he was Known always . 
ta be a Vaſt Maneyed Man, yet no One was 
moreCautions in Furcha ſing, or leſs Expenſive 
in Building. It is True, He was as wel 
Ladged as moſt People were, and had e- 
very Thing about him Befitting a Ferſon 
of: his Rank. For he Lived in the S:at 
on the Quirinal Hill That His Uncle had 
let Him : A Seat the Pleaſure of Which 
indeed conſiſted not ſo much in the 4- 
partments within Doors, as in the Beauty 
of a Mood which lay Adjoining to it: 
(For the Houſe it ſelf, it was Old, and the 
AzchiteSure difcovered more of Contri- 
2ance. than Coſt; and He contented Him- 
ſelf barely with keeping it up as He 
found it, adding Nothing but the Neceſ- 
ſary Reparations) As to His Attendants, 
it we ſhould judge of Servants by Their 
Uſefulneſs, His were the beſt Choſen 
That could Be; but to regard the Show 
only, His' Equipage made but a very Slen-

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as Jer Appearance. It Conſiſted chiefly of 
Touths Who had been All Inſtructed in 
Letters, and were either Excellent Rea- 
ders, or Skillful Amanuenſ, es ; inſomuch 
that He had ſcarce a Footman, Who could 
not Perform Either of Thoſe Duties to- 
lerably well. He was no leſs Curious 
in relation to the Artificers He employed 
in His Works; Who were All Maſters 
in their ſeveral Trades, and, What was 
more Extraordinary, there was No One 
among Them Who had not been Born in 
His Houſe, and Trained up there to His 
reſpective Handicraft. This Kind of Ma- 
nagement (hewed Him to be alike an E- 
nemy to Vanity, and Idleneſs, For as His 
Indifference about Thoſe Ornaments of 
Life in Which Others place Their Great- 
eſt Diſtinction was an Inſtance of His 
Philoſophy ; ſo This OEconomy in Providing 
at Home Thoſe Things for Which He muſt 
have Paid a far Greater Price Abroad, was

an Argument of His Diligence. Upon 
the Whole, He Appeared in His Way 
of Living ; Elegant rather than Magnificent; 
Splendid but not Gaudy; Neat toa Degree 
of Niceneſs, and yet carefully avoiding all 
manner of Superfluity. His Furniture was 
Such as was Decent ; Nothing Wanting, 
nor any Thing That looked Crowded, 
I muſt not omit upon this Occaſion to 
Acquaint the Reader (though to ſome 
perhaps it may ſeem Trifling to mention 
it) that notwithſtanding He kept at leaſt 
as Good a Houle as any Man of His Qua- 
lity in RoMuE, and Invited to His Table 
Perſons of All Conditions with a very 
Liberal Hoſpitality, vet His Expence 
upon That Head did not amount to above 
three thouſand * Aſſes per Month. I can 
Aſſirm This with Aſſurance, becauſe | 
have ſeen the Diary that He kept, and 

was 
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was thoroughly Acquainted, by reaſon 
of our Intimacy, with all His Family 
Concerns. 


His Guks rs were, during their Meals, 
Entertained, inſtead of Interludes or Con- 
ſorts, with ſome Agreeable Lecture by 
One of Thoſe Youths, Whom He kept 
in His Service for That Purpoſe. And 
We were wont to Think it no {mall Ad- 
dition to our Welcome to have our Minds 
thus Feaſted as well as our Palates. 
in This too He ſhewed His Skill, that the 
Company He choſe at Thoſe Hours were 
of a Tafte not different from his Own. 
When He received ſo Great an Addition 
to His Circumſtances by the Death of 
His UNCLE, there was not the leaſt Al- 


teration in His Ordinary Method of Living. 
The Figure He made was far from being

He 
touched at Lemnos in his Way, 
with a View of reducing That Iſland 
to the Obedience of Athens; and ac- 
cordingly ſent the Inhabitants Word, 
that He expected Them to Acknow- 
ledge their Dependance by a Volun- 
tary Submiſhon. To This Meſlage 
They gave no Other than This De 
luſory Anſwer ; © That They would 
not fal to Comply with the Summons, 
whenever He ſbould Sail from HoME 
© to LEMNOS with the Wind at 
* North ” ; as knowing while it 
Blew from That Quarter, it was di- 
rectly in the Teeth of All who were 
ſteering their Courſe thither from 
Athens. However, MILTIADES not 
being at leiſure to Proſecute His

Deſign on That People, deſiſted 
for the Preſent from any farther 
Attempt, and proceeded on his 

Voyage. | 0 7 
After his Arrival, having in a 
ſhort Time Defeated the Forces of 
the Barbarians, He made Himſelf 
Mafter of all the Country he had 
propoled ; and, the better to ſecure 
it, Erected Forts in ſuch Places as 
He found Convenient. The Lands 
He divided among the Adventurers, 
Whom He likewiſe Enriched by fre- 
quent Excurſions: Managing the 
Whole Affair with a Prudence equal 
to his Good Fortune. For, as He 
owed his Conqueſt to the Valour of 
his Soldiers, ſo He diftributed the 
Fruits of it among Them with great 
Equity; and Reſolved to fix his Reſi- 
dence there, having the Authority, tho 
not the Style of KING among Them; 
which He had Acquired as much by 
his Juſtice, as his Power, Nor 3 
- 
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He the more Negligent on this Ac- 
count in Paying all due Regards to 
his Principals at Athens. By thele 
Means He was continued in That 
High Station, no leſs to the Satil- 
faction of Thoſe Who firſt Employed 
Him, than of Thoſe He — Go- 
verned. And thus having ſettled 
all Matters on a firm Footing in his 
New Eſtabliſhment, He Returns to 
LEMNOs, and peremptorily demands 
the Surrender of their City in vir- 
tue of their own Stipulation ; Telling 
Them, His HoMEg was now in 
the Curksoxksr, from whence He 
had Sailed thither with 4 Northerly 
Mind. Ihe Carians (for They 
were then the Proprietors of LEM- 
Nos) ſeeing Things bad taken a 
Turn they did not Expect, tho 
not out of a 3 Attention 
to their Promiſe, yet Awed by the 
Succeſs of their ee e did not 
think fit to Diſpute his Claim, and

very peaceably Evacuated the Iſland. 
He was no leſs Fortunate in Sub- 
duing All the reſt of the C- 
CLADEs. e 
About That Time the King of 
Perfia, having Determined to make 
War upon the Scythians, entered 
Europe with an Army from Afia, and 
laid a Bridge over the Danube to 
maintain a Communication. He 
Committed the Guard of That Bridge, 
in his Abſence, to certain Great 
Lords Who had attended Him from 
Folis and Tonia, and Whom He had 
Inveſted with the Sovereignty of 
their reſpective Cities, (Judging that 
the moſt likely Scheme to keep the 
Greeks, who were ſettled in Afia, in 
Subjection to Him, was to give the 
Abſolute Government of their Towns 
to {ſuch of the Natives Who were his 
Creatures, and Whoſe Power and 
8 Safety 
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Safety depended intirely on his Own.) 
MILTIADES was one of the Num- 
ber to Whom the Cuſtody of That 
Bridge was Intruſted. He, having 
received repeated Intelligence, that 
the King's Affairs were in an ill 
poſture, and that He was hard 
preſſed by the Scythians, Addreſſed 
Himſelf to the Other Chiefs Who were 
joined in the ſame Commiſſion with 
Him, and Admoniſhed Them not 
to let Slip an Occaſion, Fortune had 
put into their Hands, of Reſtoring 
Freedom to All GREECE. For, ſaid 
He, if Darius were cut off with 
the Forces He has tranſported with 
Him, not Europe only, but That 
Part of Aſa too, Whole Inhabitants 
are of Greek Extraction, would be 
{et at Liberty from the Chains, and 
Inſults of the Perfians : This, con- 
tinued He, might be Effected with 
Eaſe by Demoliſhing the Bridge, in 
Conſequence of Which Action, tho

King and his Whole Army muſt of 
Neceſſity either fall by the Sword, 
or Periſh in a few Days for Want 
of Subſiſtance. When the Majority 
ſeemed Inclinable to This Advice, 
Hisrixus of * Miletos Oppoſed it, 
repreſenting to Them, that Their 
Intereſt, Who were Princes, was very 
Different from Thoſe of the Common 
People ; their Authority being foun- 
ded on That of Darius, his De- 
ſtruction would put an End to Their 
Rule, and probably expoſe Them 
to the Revenge of their Country- 
men, over Whom He had placed 
Them to Govern. For this Reaſon, 
He was ſo far from Agreeing to the 
Expedient propoſed, that he thought 
their true Policy was to Strengthen, 
as much as in Them lay, the Domi- 
nion of the Perfians. When MiI- 
TIADES obferved this laſt Argument 
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to prevail, not doubting but a De- 
bate, to which ſo Many had been 
Privy, would at length be carried to 
the King's Ear, He withdrew from 
the Cherſoneſe, and Retired to Athens. 
The Counſel he gave, though it 
proved Unſucceſsful, ought never- 
theleſs to be Applauded, as it was a 
Mark of his Publick Spirit, in Pre- 
ferring the General Liberty to his 
Per ſonal Command. 

Daklus, after his Return into 
Afia from Europe was Adviſed by his 
Favourites to Attempt the Reduc- 
tion of Greece. In hopes to Accom- 
pliſh This Deſign, He gave Orders 
for the Equipment of Five hundred 
Sail of Ships, aboard Which He em- 
barked Two hundred Thouſand Foot 
and Ten Thouſand Horſe, The Whole 
under the Command of Da Tis and 
ANTIPHERNTS, The Reaſon he Al- 
ledged for This Great Armament, 
was an Affront offered to Him by 
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the Athenians, in Aſſiſting the Joni- 
ans, in Their Aſſault of Sardis, and 
putting the Garriſon He had placed 
there to the Sword. The Generals 
arriving with the Royal Navy before 
* Enbea, attackt Eretria the Capital 
of That Iſland; Took it, and ſent 
the Inhabitants into Afia Priſoners 
to the King. After which, failing 
from Thence, They made a Deſcent 
on the Country of Attica, and In- 
camped. in the Plain of Marat hon, 
about Ten Miles diſtant from Athens. 
The City alarmed with ſo Nume- 
rous and Formidable an Enemy juſt 
in their Neighbourhood, did not 
however Appl y for Troops to any 
of their Allies, except the Lacedaamo- 
nians. To Theſe They ſent PI- 
LIPPIDES, One of Thoſe Couriers 
they call Day-Poſts, to inform Them 
of the 1 they had of ſpeedy 


Succours. 
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Succours. At the ſame time They 
created Ten General Officers among 
Themſelves: but Theſe Diſagreed 
in their Schemes, ſome Declaring for 
an Offenſve War, Others thinking it 
more Advifable to Act upon the 
Defenſive only. MI1LT1A DES laboured 
all He could to bring Them to a 
Reſolution forthwith to Incamp, as 
the beſt Means to keep up the Hearts 
of the People, by ſhewing Them their 
Courage was not Diſtruſted; at the 
fame time that it muſt abate the 
Confidence of the Enemy to find Them- 
ſelves Faced in the Field by ſuch in- 
ferior Numbers. | 

Not one City in All Greece ſent 
Aſſiſtance to the Athenians in This 
Diſtreſs, except the Natæenſes. From 
Theſe they received a Reinforcement 
of a Thoufand Men. With This 
Addition their Compliment was juſt 
Ten Thouſand. A ſmall, but a 
Reſolute, Body, who longed with 


incredible

incredible ence to come to 
Action. MIL TIA DES had therefore 
much more Sway with Them than 
his Colleagues, whom They looked 
upon as tod Cautious. Induced by 
tis Authority the Athenians marched 
their 'Troops without the Walls of 
the City to a Convement Ca 
that had been marked out for Them : 
and the next Day, having been 
drawn up by Him firſt in order of 
Battle, at the Foot of a Mountain, 
and in a Line with it, after a new 
and uſeful Method, This little Ar- 
my Engaged the Enemy with great 
Fury. MiLTIADESs, to prevent their 
being ſurrounded by the Horſe, had 
made fuch a Diſpoſition, that his 
People were Covered in the Rear 
by the Steepneſs of the Hills, and 
Defended on the Flanks by Trees 
which he had cauſed tobe laid up and 
down, and which would Intangle the 
Cavalry as eften as They Advanced. 
8 DATIs 
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Daris, although He was ſenſible 
of the Diſadvantage He had in the 
Ground, relying on his odds in Num- 
ber, was Eager for Attacking the Athe- 
nians, and the more ſo, becaule the 
Lacedemonians had not as yet Joyned 
Them. Accordingly, having formed 
a Grand Detachment of One hun- 
dred Thouſand Foot, and Ten 
Thouſand Horſe from All his Forces, 
He began the Onſet. But the Athe- 
nians were ſo Superior in Courage 
to his Troops, that They intirely 
routed Them, tho' ten times their 
Number, and ſtruck ſuch a Panick 
into the P-rfians, that not thinking 
Themſelves ſufficiently ſecured by 
retiring within their Intrenchments, 
They fled to their Ships. Never was 
Any Thing more Glorious than This 
Battle, as certainly never One was 
gained by ſuch a Handful of Men 
againft ſo Mighty an Hoſt.

It may not ſeem an Impertinent 
Remark to take notice here, What 
Kind of Reward was conferred on 
MILTIADES after this Important Vic- 
tory. And, by reflecting on That, 
We ſhall more plainly ſee, that The 
Nature of all Governments is Alike. 
For as in Former times the Publick 
Honours among the Romans were but 
Slender, and Thoſe too very ſparing- 
ly Beſtowed, (Which made Them 
held in great Account, whereas now 
that They are given with Profuſion, | 
and without Merit, they grow Cheap | 
and Contemptible,) ſo We find it 
was juſt the ſame in the Athenian 
Commonwealth. This GREAT MAN 
Who had in one Day reſcued Athens | 
and all Greece from Slavery, received 
no other Mark of Diſtinction, or Re- 
compence for his Services, than What 
They call the Hoxour or THE 
GALLERY, Where, in The Picture 
which was ſet up of the Battle of 
; MaARA- 


MILTIA DES. 13 
MARATHON, His Figure was Placed 
the Foremoſt of the Ten Generals, 
drawn in the Act of Exhorting the 
Soldiers, and Giving the Sienal to 
Engage. Yet This very People, 
when their Dominions were En- 
larged, and They, by the Bribery 
and Intrigues of the Magiſtrates, fell 
afterwards into Corruption, erected 
no leſs than Three hundred Statues to 
DEMETRIUS PHALEREUS. 

Upon the Succeſs of This Battle, 
the Athenians fitted out a Fleet of 
Seventy Sail under the Command of 
MiLTIADEs, Whole Orders were to 
Chaſtiſe Thoſe Iſlands That had aid- 
ed the Barbarians in the late War. 
The Greater Part returned to their 
Duty, but ſome obliged Him to 
have recourle to Arms. Among 
theſe laſt was Paros, an Hland grown

Wealthy and Proud. When He found 
He was not likely to fucceed there 
by Treaty, He landed his Men ; 
drew a Line round the City to cut 
off their Proviſions; and then car- 
ried on his Appfoaches in Form. 
The Town was upon the Point of 
Surrendering, When'a Grove, at ſome 
diſtance on the Continent, but with- 
in View of the Hland, by What Ac- 
cident I know not, took Fire. The 
Beſiegers and Beſieged Both ima- 
gined, as ſoon as They ſaw the 
Flames, it was a Signal given of the 
King's Fleet coming to the Relief of 
the Place. This Encouraged the 
Citizens in Holding out; and Mu- 
TIA DES too, being unwilling to run 
the hazard of Encountring a Royal 
Navy, burnt all the Works he had 
erected, and drawing off his Forces, 
Returned home with the ſame Num- 
ber of Ships He brought out ; but 
to the great Offence of the Common- 
ME Co. —_— 
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wealth. Accordingly He was Accuſed 
of Trealon, in raifing the Siege, when 
He might, as They Alledged, have 
Taken the Town, had he not been cor- 
rupted by the King of Perfia's Gold. 
He lay ill at that time of the Wounds 
He had received before the Place, and 
being incapable of Pleading for Him- 
ſelf, his Brother TisacorAas under- 
took to Manage his Defence. The 
Tryal being Ended, He was Acquitted 
as to his Life, but Sentenced to De- 
fray the Whole Expence of That Ex- 
pedition, the Eſtimate of Which a- 
mounted to Fifty * Talents: As He 
was in no Condition to Pay ſo 
large a Sum, They flung Him into 


his Days. 

But tho This Pretended Treachery 
at Paros was the Crime laid to his 
Charge, the real Caufe of his Con- 
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the Publick Jayl, Where He Ended

of P1s1S5TRATVUs, which was 
their Memories, grew Jealous of Any 
Rifing Man among Themſelves. And 
M1LTIADES had ſo long, and fo 
often held the Reins of Empire, either 
as a General, or a Magiſtrate, that 
He ſeemed by a kind of Habit inured 
to AMBITION, and incapable of lead» 
ing a Private Life, For during the 
Whole Time, He reſided in the 
Cherſoneſe, His Government was Ab- 
ſolute there, and HE Styled a Ty- 
RANT, (as All Such are, Who in their 
fingle Names exerciſe the Supreme Com- 
mand in Cities That wereREPUBLICKs 
before,) tho' His Sovereignty was in- 
deed a Legal One, as not having been 
Uſurped by Fires, but Obtained with 
the 2 84 of his People, and Sup- 
ported by his own Juſtice, and Bounty. 
Behold then the Rock on Which He 
Split ! Hz was in his NATURE o 

Gentle 
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Gentle and Humane in his MANNERSö; 
ſo wonderfully Civil and Affable; (for 
the meaneſt Perſon might have Ac- 
ceſs to Him with Freedom,) He had 
Eſtabliſhed ſo Great an Intereſt with 
the Neighbouring STATES; was ſo 
Noble in his ExTRacTion ; and ſo 
Renowned for his MiLITarY CAaPA- 
cITY ; that His CounTxy, conſi- 
dering all theſe Circumſtances, looked 
upon Him as Dangerous to Their 
Freedom; and choſe rather to Ruin 
Him, though Innocent, than to live 
longer in Fear of his PoruLARITX,

IMO N, the Son of 
MILTLADES, by Birth an 
Athenian, paſſed the firſt 
——- Years of his Youth un- 
der very great Hardſhips. For as the 
Father had been laid in Priſon on 
Account of a Fine-He was Unable to 
"may 
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Pay to the State, ſo the Weight of 
That Sentence fell, after his Death, 
upon the Son; Who by the Laws of 
Athens was liable to the fame Re- 
ſtraint, until He ſhould Diſcharge 
the Debt. He had taken ELPINICE, 
His own Siſter, in Marriage; a Mar- 
riage made not more after his Own 
Heart, than According to the Cuſtoms 
of His Country (For The Son and 
Daughter of One Common Father are 
not excluded by the ATHENTANRitual 
from being Man and Wife.) Now 
there was a Perſon named CALLIAs, 
One Diſtingui ſhed rather as a Monied 
Man, than a Gentleman, having rai- 
{ed a great Fortune from his Mines, 
Who was Ambitious of Matching 
with That Lady; and endeavoured to 
perſuade CiMon to Reſign Her, by 
offering, upon That Condition, to 
Satisfy the Whole Demand the Go- 
vernment had upon Him. This Pro- 
poſal HE rejected with Scorn , But

ELriNIce declared, ſhe could not 
bear the Thought that Any of the 
| Offspring of n ſhould Pe- 
riſh in a Fayl; and ſince it was in 
her Power to Prevent it by Con- 
ſenting to Marry This CALLIAs, the 
would not Refuſe Him her Hand, 
provided He Performed the Engage- 
ment He had Entered into on his 
Part. 

CIMON, by theſe means being ſet 
at Liberty, ſoon came to be the 
Leading Man Of That City. His 
Talents for Eloquence were very ſuf- 
ficient; He was Liberal in the higheſt 
Degree; and had attained a great 
Skill in all Civil, as well as Military 
Affairs; in which laſt Profeſſion He 
had been train d up from a Child by 
his conſtant Attendance on his Father 
in the Wars. Theſe Qualifications gave 
him a mighty Influence over the Pro- 
ple, and made his Authority likewiſe 
much Valued in the Army. His 

Firſt 
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Firſt Command, as GENERAL, was 


at the River Strymon, where he put to 
Flight the numerous Troops of the 
THRACIANS, and afterwards Founded 
AMPHIPOLIs ſettling a Colony there 
of Ten Thouſand Athenians. His 
next Succeſs was in Defeating and Ta- 
king, off MYCALE, a Fleet conſiſting of 
Two Hundred Sail of Cypriots and Phe- 


nicians. The very {ame Day of which 


Engagement at Sea, He had another 
on Shoar with equal Good Fortune: 
For as ſoon as He had made Himſelf 
Maſter of the Enemy's Shipping, He 


landed His Men, and at one Rencoun- 


ter averthrew the vaſt Forces of the 


Barbarians. As He was Sailing home 


wich great Spoils, after This Victory, 
having received Intelligence that ſome 
of the lands had revolted from their 
Obedience, by reaſon of their Preſ- 
{ures from the Government, He con- 
firmed in their Allegiance ſuch as He

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found well Indlined ; and Obliged 
the Diſaffected to Return to their 
Duty: Among Theſe the Dolbpes, 
who dwelt in Scyros, behaving Them- 
{elves ſomewhat Mutmouſly, He 
cleared That Iand of its old Inha- 
bitants at once; Dividing their Lands 
among his Countrymen. In the ſame 
manner the Thafians, who were grown 
Inſolent upon their Increaſe of Traft- 
fick and Riches, were ſoon Humbled 
after his Arrival among Them. And 
with the Money = Fg from the 
Sale of the Plunder He took in thefe 
| ſeveral Occaſions, He Repaired and 
Beautified That Part of the Citadel 
of Athens which hes to the South. 

When by a continued Series of Pro- 
ſperity He was Arrived to the High- 
| 55 Pitch of Glory, He fell at laſt into 
the ſame Envy and Diſgrace, which 
his Father, i= All the Great Men 
at Athens had experienced before

Him. For, nc his Me- 
nit, He was . — a way 
of Poting They call ag 9 
to a Batiſhiment of Ten Years ; 
Reſolution, which the Athenians 4 
gretted much ſooner than He did. 
For while He with the Conſtancy of 
a Man of Honour was fupporting Him- 
ſelf againft the Inpratitude of his 
Country They we nluckily engaged 
in a War with the La cED&MONI1ANS, 
and ſoon felt the Loſs of his known 
Valor and Abilities. Therefore in the 
Fifth Year of his Exile They Recalled 
Him. And, as He had Etitertained 
a Commerce of Friendſhip with the 
People of Lacedemon, He * . 
undertook, upon this Occafion, to 
make a Tour Thither ; Where He Ne- 
gotiated and Eſtabliſhed a Peace be- 
tween Thoſe Two Commonwealths, 
Who 
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So called, by their inſcribing their Votes on Shells. 
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Who were — ti Powerful Rivals, 
Not long after This, He was ſent 
with a Flee of Two hyndred Sail 
of Ships under his Command on an 
Expedition to eu But, juſt when 
He had ſubdued the Geeste Part of 
That Iſlandy He fell into a Diſtemper, 
That proved Mortal to Him, and Died 
in 2 Town called Cirium. 

Want of this excellent Perſon for 
many Years: not only in the Times 
of War, but during the Seaſons of 
'Peace. For ſuch was the Generofity 
of his NA TuxE, that though He 
had Mannours, and Gardens in leve- 
ral Places, He no where put in a 
Steward to: reſtrain the free Uſe of 
What They Produced; to Which 
All People in common were Welcome. 
He was always Attended, wherever 
He Walked, by Servants with Purſes 
off en that He might be Able 


to 
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to Furniſh an immediate Suppiy to 
the Neceſſities of Such as aſked of 
Him, leſt by Delaying He might ſeem 
to Deny Them His Aſiſtance. He 
has often, upon Meeting One in 
the Streets Who was in Rags, or ill. 
cloathed, parted with the Cloak from 
his own Shoulders, to Cover the Naked- 
neſs, or Poverty Of his Fellow-Citizen. 
And fo Great was the Plenty and 
Hoſpitality of his Way of Entertain- 
ing at Home, that Whomever He 
met in the Forum, That were not 
præ- engaged, He Invited Them to 
Eat at his Table, and This not occa- 
fonally, but every Day. His Credit, 
his Friend ſbip, or his Fortune, was ne- 
ver wanting to Any Man. The Li- 
ving, many of Them, were Enriched 
by His Bounty; and even the Dead 
were Obliged to His Charity: For, 
Such, Who left not Behind Them 
where withal to Bury Them with De-
